"The aim of American occupation 

in Germany is to teach democracy.'' 
Dr. John H Ubben. assistant profes- 
sor of German who visited Berlin re- 
cently, said at the German Club 
meeting Thursday night. 

Dr. Ubben said that Berlin, under 
occupauon is a cosmopolitan city 
with more newspapers, radio broad- 
casting stations, and entertainment 
than anv other city in Europe. He 
warned that the effort to teach de- 
mocracy is hindered by the friction 
between Russian and other occupa- 
tional forces in their use of these 
mediums of propaganda. 

Dr. Ubben said that food was 
scarce with a minimum of bread and 
potatoes the staple food, and that 
the scarcity of coal necessitated the 
blackout in sections of Berlin. He al- 
so said that black-marketing is so 
prevalent that the United States has 
banned the shipment of American 
cigarettes to Germany, as cigarettes 
are the main product on the black- 
market. 

UK Denies Smoke 
Nuisance Charge 
By City Official 

A University official Thursday de- 
nied that the University Is one of 
the greatest contributors to Lexing- 
ton's smoke nuisance. 

E. B. Farris. head of the division 
of maintenance and operations, de- 
nied a statement published in the 
Lexington Leader which quoted a 
city official as saying the University 
is one of the worst offenders. 

Mr. Farris said that "the stoves in 
the Quonset huts and temporary 
barracks smoke when first started, 
but the smoke clears away in 
un hour."

Of course beer was of- 
fered then as it is now for the more 
worldly students. 

Col. Benton operated the Confec- 
tmnaiw between 1920 and 1926. Then 
'he sold the place and left Lexing- 
ton for a while. When he came back 
in 1935. he was surprised to find 
that Rose Street was vacant, so he 
bought the place again and revived 
the old popularity.

It is hard to put one's fingers on 
the reason for anything's popularity, 
but it is usually due to an active 
personality. One of Col. Benton's 
activities was to sponsor indepen- 
dent basketball teams. He iiad a i

During the panel sessions relating 
to student governments, to which I 
was assigned.

I was able to secure 
vpriea opinions and criUcisms to be 
compared with my own. 

Charges Disunity 

In all the panel sessions which 
I attended, the most noticeable 
struggle was between co, leges of 
•he north and south, the larger 
schools against the smaller. Lobby- 
ing elements made that variance 
manifest during the plenary' ses- 
sions. It is my contention that no 
strong organization can be built as 
long as such 
its own ranks. 

The tenor of the National Stu- 
dent Associaticn at present is ar.ti- 
Communistic. However, there was a 
particularly strong Communistic 
element present from Eastern uni- 
versities and as official representa- 
tives of the Communist party in 
America This element was working 
hard to gain control of the organi- 
zation Though partially defeated, 
the element will continue to func- 
tion and grow as past actions nf 
such a group have so clearly indi- 
cated.

Solve Local Problems 
It is my contention that our prob- 
lems are local and art immediate 
and that we have the caliber of 
students within our University who 
are as rapable of recommending 
and v orking in the solution of our 
campus problems as are the stu- 
dents in any of the other colleges in 
the country. Our own Public Rela- 
tions Committee can seek out prob- 
lem-aids from other colleges, if 
necessary, without a cost of $1,000 
to our student body. To do a iob 
well, we mast devote our time to 
it. We have such a job to do on our 
own campus. The time which would 
he devoted to NSA and its activities 
could be effectively -.pent improvin? 
eon i i t ions at our own University of 
Kentucky. 

With the struggle among the vari- 
ous collegrs, previously mentioned, 
and the work of agitating groups 
for representation and control of 
NSA, it is ray belief that elements 
of discord and strife will be injected 
rather than the encouraeement of 
the pursuit of culture and coopera- 
tion in the attainment of our high- 
est ideals of American citizenship 
among student bodies faculties, and 
administrative boards of our col- 
leges and universities. 

Students have an additional diffi- 
culty In this respect in that thev 
are always up against the solid fact 
that their first obligation is to be 
good students. This leaves onlv a 
marginal amount of time for organi- 
zational activities on a loc%l. state, 
and national basis. If they are to 
become effective in that marginal 

amount of time their goals must be 
few. With this in mind. I cannot 
see where any student or group of 
students will be able to adequately 
take care of all the affairs cf NSA 
in their program to se»k cures to 
all the educational and social ills 
of the nation, and still take care 
of their obligations to the Univer- 
sity without unduly sacrificing the 
other main educational objectives 
for which they have come to college.
